CULTIVATION—Prepare the land by_having it thoroughly 
ploughed. Lay off into rows about four feet apart; sow the seed 
along the center in a straight furrow made with a small plough 
oropener. it can also be sown in holes twelve to eighteen inches 
apart. Sowin March. fhe young shoot appears above ground in 
about ten days, and is subsequently weeded andthinned. Bloom- 
ing takes place about the beginning of June. Asa general rule 
cotton is a dry weather plant. For ploughing, the planter 
requires justsufficient moisture to give the soil a spongy texture. 
Give plenty of water in the early stages—but too much is produc- 
tive of wood, at the expense of wool, and a severe drought will 
produce a stunted plant.

Sow in seed beds ofrich soil, and as the seed is extremely minute, 
it is first largely mixed with sand and wood ashes to assist in 
spreading it thinly. One ounce of seed will sow twenty-five feet 
square and produce plants for one acre. After the beds have 
been sown, cover the seed slightly and protect from light frosts. 
Remove covering as soon as can be done with safety, and the 
plants will then grow rapidly and are ready for transplanting 
about the first of June. Wet or foggy weather is the best for 
transplanting. The plants must be carefully. raised from the 
seed bed and planted in the fields in rows three feet apart and 
leaving five feet between the rows. The crop needs much careful 
attention in weeding, and a watchful eye to prevent the ravages 
of various insect enemies.

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FLOWER SEED DEPARTMENT 


A FEW CULTURAL SUGGESTIONS 


Few people are aware of the great number and variety of 
flowers that can be raised from seed. In this glorious Southland, 
the time taken to obtain fine flowering specimens is not nearly 
so long as in colder climates, while varieties grow to splendid 
perfection, if given a reasonable amount of care. There may 
be a few of the very hardiest species that need a longer winter’s 
rest than is here afforded, but it has been the experience of 
growers that these soon become acclimated and flower over @ 
larger season than when the summer is short and hot—the 
winter long and cold. A little experience has to be obtained as 
to the suitability or otherwise, of certain kinds for special loca- 
tions but once a general idea of the likes and dislikes of the 
plants is obtained, it is plain sailing. : , 

One great advantage in raising a flower garden this way is the 
saving of money. The price of plants at certain seasons of the 
year and in times of scarcity, is high. This is unavoidable, but 
seeds can always be purchased for afew cents. Then the interest 
of watching—first, the tiny germ or seed leaves and eventually 
the stems and flowers—is great. It has a charm that is always 
fresh, always hew, and the grower has a feeling that he or she is 
indeed the real owner of the plant. It has never belonged to 
anyone else. ‘“‘I raised that from seed,’’ the owner will say of 
perhaps a stately Delphinium or other fine herbaceous plant and 
the pride exhibited in that sentence is surely pardonable and 
proper. Then the pleasure of giving or exchanging plants with a 
neighbor is facilitated by seedling raising, because there is 
always plenty for everybody, so different to having to buy them 
by the dozen, or hundred. A packet of seed usually means 
thousands, We have followed the usual course of catalog makers 
in classifying into hardy, half-hardy and tender annuals, bi- 
ennials and perennials, but this need not be taken too literally 
in California, for many things tender in the east, middle west 
and north, are perfectly hardy here and will grow outdoors the 
year around without protection of any kind. . 

HARDY ANNUALS may be sown in the open air at any time. 
The name ‘*‘Annual”’ indicates that they live only one season. 

HALF-HARDY ANNUALS should be sown in a frame or given 
some protection until the seed germinates if needed early. 
By the middle of April, itis quite safe to sow in the open. 

TENDER ANNUALS is a term used to distinguish those plants 
usually grown in greenhouses or frames. Speaking generally, 
they need more skilful treatment than the hardier kinds, though 
it is getting quite common how to see such plants as Cyclamens, 
Cinerarias and others that were formerly grown entirely in 
greenhouses, flourishing outside on rockeries or beneath trees 
that throw sufficient shade to protect them from the hottest 
rays of the sun. This is a type of gardening peculiarly suitable 
for California, and especially Southern California. Ask us 
about it if you are interested. : 

HARDY BIENNIALS are those that flower in the second year 
from sowing the seed. 

HARDY PERENNIALS are among the finest of our border 
plants. They do not usually flower till the second year after 
sowing, but may be relied upon to produce larger clumps of 
flowers year by year for many years. / ; 

HALF-HARDY PERENNIALS are those which require some 
protection during the coldest weather, as they will not stand frost. 

TENDER PERENNIALS are those species that reauire green- 
house or other protection during the greater part of the year. 
See also tender annuals.

HARDY ANNUALS. The best time tosow isin the fall months, 
as they will make much stronger plants and flower much more 
abundantly when wintered over. They may be sown in any 
finely-prepared shady border, and transplanted when large 
enough, to where they are to flower. Do not cover the seeds too 
deeply. A good rule is to cover each seed its own depth with soil, 
at the same time vaking care to water carefully. Never water 
so much that the soil gets ‘‘soggy,’’ i. e., saturated; nor ever let 
the top get dry. Most varieties will germinate within ten days. 

They may also be sown at any time during the spring months 
for summer blooming, care being taken to shade the young 
plants after transplanting, in hot weather. 


HALF-HARDY ANNUALS may be sown in April out-of-doors, 
or in boxes, in March or earlier. If in boxes they should be 
covered or removed under cover during the night-time and 
during heavy rains. Those who have hotbeds may sow the seed 
in February and grow the plants in three inch pots for planting 
outdoors in April, thus gaining two months on those who have 
not this advantage. If sown in boxes, the boxes should 
have an inch of rough soil or gravel at the bottom for drainage; 
the remainder of the box should be filled within an inch of the 
top with sifted, light, rich soil, firmly pressed, and watered. The 
seed should be sown, and covered its own depth with soil,then 
covered with a sack or burlap until germinated, when the cover- 
ing must be removed. When the young plants are large enough 
to be handled, transplant to other boxes, planting them about 
one inch apart, and, when weather permits, they should aiter- 
wards be planted in the open ground in the place where they are 

Oo flower. 


TENDER ANNUALS should be sown in pots as follows: Take 
a five or six-inch flower pot,put aninch of drainagein the bottom, 
then two inches of finely-sifted soil, firmly pressed, with a 
sprinkling of sand on top. _‘Then sow the seed, and do not cover, 
but press into the soil. Water with a very fine sprinkler, and 
cover the top of the pot with a sheet of glass. Remove the glass 
for an hour daily to dry up the damp. When seedlings appear, 
gradually harden them off to the air. As soon as they can be 
handled, transplant to two-inch pots, and shift again when 
necessary. 


HARDY BIENNIALS and PERENNIALS should be sown in 
September. Many varieties, ifsown then, will flower the next 
year. If sown in spring they will not flower till a year later. 
They may be sown in a shady border, and, when large enough, 
transplanted to where they are to remain. 


HALF-HARDY and TENDER PERENNIALS should be sown 
in boxes, and treated as recommended for Half-hardy Annuals 
till plants appear, when they should be transplanted to two 
inch pots, and shifted afterwards when necessary.

ABBREVIATIONS. Hh means Half-hardy, Annual or Peren- 
nial; IT’ means Tender, Annual or Perennial. When no ab- 
breviation is used, the variety will prove hardy in this climate. 
The letter B affixed to a variety means that it is useful for bou- 
auets and cut flowers. 
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PLANTING TABLES FOR FLOWER SEEDS—BY MONTH 


: JANUARY 

The work for this month largely depends upon the 
weather. If the soil is wet and sticks to the shoes, keep off 
it. But when the weather permits, all classes of shrubs 
and trees can be planted, and the hardiest of the annuals, 
such as Sweet Peas, Godetia, Larkspur and Poppies sown. 
When the garden soil is wet, spend a little time in repairing 
walks and drives, rounding them up and killing the weeds. 
Remove sand or rubbish deposited by storm water. Plant 
Japanese and other Irises, late Lilies, early Gladioli, Spireas, 
Lily of the Valley, Doronicums and Dielytra, also any left- 
over hardy bulbs for succession. Stir the soil around Pansies 
and sow seed for later flowering. All classes of trees and 
shrubs may be planted during this ana the two following 
months. 

FEBRUARY ; 

Plant out herbaceous seedlings raised in August and 
September, also biennials, such as Coreopsis, Campanula, 
Wallflower, Sweet William and similar kinds. Sow Holly- 
hocks in a frame or in a warm border for fall flowering. 
Early Asters and Stocks may also be sown and Dahlia tubers 
started for propagation. It is not wise to rush the sowing 
or planting of tender varieties, but such as Centaurea 
Cyanus, Annual Chrysanthemums, Calendulas, Shirley, 
Iceland and Oriental Poppies, and many other hardy kinds, 
can go in. Gladioli and Tuberoses should be planted and 
the soil stirred between advancing crops. Any conifer or 
other tree seeds that can be obtained, can safely be sown 
outside now. 

MARCH 


Gime Stake or otherwise support the growth of any plants 
needing this attention. Plant out Dahlias and transplant 
the early sown Asters and Stocks, making other sowings for 
succession. Practically allthe more tender annuals may now 
be sown, especially French and African Marigolds, Salpi- 
glossis, Zinnias and Portulaca, all of which are best sown 
where they are to flower. Make the main sowing of Sweet 
Peas now for summer flowering, as they will not do well or 
continue to flower, unless well established before hot weather 
setsin. Thin out the early sown annuals before they become 
crowded, first to an inch apart and later to 6 to 12 inches, 
according to the habit and height of the plants. A mulch 
of light Manure, decayed leaves, or any similar Material is 
fine for spreading on newly planted Roses and other shrubs. 
Healthy plants are little troubled with blights or insects, 
but keep a watchful eye on all and use soap or tobacco 
preparations as advised by the makers of these articles. 


APRIL 

This is the great month for bedding out such plants 
as Alternanthera, Iresine, Tuberous Begonias, Cannas and 
others. Wherever there are bare places in the herbaceous 
borders, sow seeds of annuals to prevent blanks, carefully 
considering the colors used. Place a little lime around the 
stems of Dahlias to keep away slugs and snails. Spray 
freely roses and other Dlantssubject toaphis. Asthe weather 
gets warmer, see that plenty of water is applied to both the 
roots and in the form of a spray. Sow Klondike, Lady 
Lennox and other varieties of Cosmos, and make further 
sowings of Asters, Stocks, Zinnias, Centaureas, Scabiosa and 
Salpiglossis to fill blanks and for use in beds devoted to 
bulbous flowers after the latter arelifted. By always having 
plenty of young plants in reserve, there will be no scarcity 
of flowers in the borders at any time. If necessary, tie up 
the leaves of bulb stock a little when it begins to get un- 
sightly but don’t cut it off. Leave it to dry off and fallenat- 
urally before the bulbs are lifted. 


MAY 

There is an advantage in cutting the flowers of 
Sweet Peas regularly whether needed for decoration or not, 
as if allowed to go to seed on the plants, they distress the 
plants and shorten the flowering season, Liquid manure or 
chemical manure used at the time of irrigating is a great 
support to flowering plants now. Their application keeps 
the vines and stems healthy and growing during hot weather 
without which there will be a shortage of bloom. Vines will 
be growing rapidly on porches and arbors, and those that 
need it, must be kept tied or trimmed. Never produce a 
stiff, unnatural effect; let them have all the freedom possible 
without over-reaching on their neighbors. Prune back 
rambler roses that have flowered and encourage them to 
make strong. vigorous bottom shoots. Never let any weeds 
go to seed, either in or around the garden, keeping in mind 
the old adage, ‘‘One year’s seeding means ten years’ weed- 
ing’’. Trim hedges and clean up the walks regularly. Never 
allow any rubbish to lay around, but bury it or burn it, so 
that it will benefit the garden instead of being a nuisance. 


LD - JUNE 


- By midsummer, most of the spring fiowering bulbs 
will have finished their growth and be ready for lifting. 
After digging them, lay them thinly under a tree, shed 
or other shaded position, to ripen and dry off. Never under 
any consideration leave them in the full sun or they will be 
ruined. Cannas will soon be at their best and must not be 
allowed to suffer for want of water. A sowing of Pansies for 
early autumn flowering is now in order. Chrysanthemums

may be planted in places where annuals are past and also 
in special beds for cutting. Transplant young seedling 
trees and sow any tree or shrub seeds that are obtainable. 
Sow Zinnias again, also late Cosmos and Candytuft, Arabis, 
Wallflowers and Canterbury Bells. Sow Ten Weeks’ Stocks 
for early winter blooming and again at intervals of a month 
until September. Support the Dahlias as they grow, also 
Gladioli and other tall plants liable to injury from wind. 


JULY 

In a shady border, make frequent sowings of such 
things as Delphiniums, Coreopsis, Campanulas, Antirr- 
hinums, Foxgloves, Gaillardias, Pyrethrums and any other 
biennials for flowering during late winter and springs. Sow- 
ings can be continued right on until October in large gardens 
where there is a big demand, but for smaller gardens, August 
sowings are usually sufficient. The Asters will be growing 
freely now and need plenty of water and feeding. For large 
flowers, thin out the shoots of Chrysanthemums to one or 
two, but for bush plants and pompons, allow more freedom. 
Dry off a portion of the roses for early winter flowering, giving 
no water at all, but not pruning them until about two 
months before they are needed in flower. This is a good 
time to make over borders of Carnations. 


‘ AUGUST 

Prick off young plants of perennials as they are 
ready and make further sowings. Plenty of Pansy seed 
should be sown this month for winter and early spring 
flowering. Sow also annuals for fillingin bare places and a 
few patches of Iceland Poppy. Sweet Alyssum, Gypsophila 
and Stocks can also be sown. Thisis the best monthin the 
year for sowing Cyclamens, either foroutdoor planting or for 
pots in the greenhouse. Cinerarias, Primulas and Calceo- 
larias may also goin now, sowing the seed with great care. 
Sweet Peas for winter should bein the ground this month, 
the newer Christmas varieties especially. Plant German 
Irises on good, well prepared ground, breaking up the old 
clumps with care and planting the younger portions. 


SEPTEMBER 

Plant Peonies on good, well prepared soil and give 
them the best attention. Prepare the beds and borders for 
planting the Dutch bulbs as soon as they arrive. Thorough 
stirring and the application of well-decayed cow manure, 
leaf mold and sand is a good preparation. The earliest 
Paper White Narcissus and the Roman Hyacinths are usually 
to be had by September and should be planted at once for 
early flowering. Feed and mulch Dahlias and Chrysanthe- 
mums. Plant Wallflowers where they are to flower. While 
they like good soil, they will also grow on dry banks and 
thrive where most other flowering plants would die. Trim 
the edges of the lawn and flower borders to make everything 
neat for the winter. Prepare soil for and sow new lawns 
this month and next. 


OCTOBER 
By the middle of the month, the Dutch bulbs such 
as Hyacinths, Tulips, Narcissi, and Crocuses, will be ready 
for planting. It is a mistake to plant too shallow. All of 
these are well able to push their shoots through a depth of 
6 inches at least: the flowers will be better and the growth 
stronger at this depth than at a lesser one, while the largest 
of the bulbs can be planted much deeper. Select varieties 
for beds that flower simultaneously or a patchy effect will be 
produced. When the soil is at all dry, run plenty of water 
into the drills or lines in which they are planted, allowing the 
surplus to drain away first. A beautiful effect may be 
created in bulb beds or borders by planting such subjects as 
Pansies, Forget-me-nots, Silene and Arabis on the surface 
after the bulbs arein. These make a live carpet under the 
taller plants and we have yet to see a more entrancing sight 
than a carpet of blue Myosotis with the nodding flowers of 
the yellow Jonquils and Daffodils above it. Don’t forget a 
copy of our bulb catalogue now.

2 NOVEMBER 

7 The earliest lilies such as L. candidum and the 
native kinds, also the Mariposas or Calochortus may be 
planted now. All true Lilies like fairly rich soil and a semi- 
shaded position. The Calochorti do well in sunshine. 
Pansies should be sown again and the earlier ones trans- 
planted. Sow annuals for early spring flowering and culti- 
vate as often as possible between rains to prevent the surface 
baking up from sun and wind. Clean up all rubbish regu- 
larly and make the garden look as bright and tidy as possible. 


DECEMBER 
As long as the weather is good, planting of all kinds 
of roses, shrubs and trees can be pushed, but never try to do 
work of this kind in wet weather or when the soil is over- 
moist. The trees do not thrive so well and treading in the 
soil puts itin bad shape for next season. Thelawn must be 
frequently rolled when in a nice, medium condition, not too 
dry or too wet. Old lawns need more rolling than new ones 
but these must also be kept firm. Try and finish up all bulb 
planting by the end of the year. Dig Cannas that have to be 
moved andreplant them. There is no need of moving them 
annually unless they are too thick.

Afterwards harrow or rake carefully, 
pulverize all lumps, and remove alllarge stones. Ifthe soilis shallow, procure a supply of fine mold and spread over the surface to a 
depth of fiveinches. Soil may be enriched by bone meal or well-rotted manure wherever necessary; then rake level and roll the soil well 
to make a solid bottom. Scatter the seed evenly over the suface at the rate of 150 pounds to the acre (for Blue Grass), one pound to 
sixteen feet sauare. Rake seed in and roll, water regularly and carefully, as the soil is liable to dry out in the heat of the day, and if it 
does while the seed is germinating it will invariably perish. When the grass is three inches high it should be cut and rolled, and every 
week or so thereafter until the grass has become firm. Eradicate weeds whenever they appear, without disturbing the grass. Should 
bare spots appear, rake the surface and sow more seed. The roller should be used frequently during the season, and a dressing of lawn 
fertilizer once a year is necessary to the maintenance of a good lawn.

The quickest and cheapest way of making a good display of color in the garden is by sowing annuals. But to sow them thickly 


and then dying—is not the right way to treat them. Each plant must have room to develop its branches as they are produced, 
and in order to obtain this, they must _ be thinned severely and often, so that each stands at from 6 inches to 1 foot apart, according 
to the kind sown. Some,-as noted under the separate headings, are better sown in boxes or pots and transplanted. Others do well 
sown where they are to flower. But in all cases, prepare the ground well by deeply spading and incorporating, as the work proceeds, 
good, well prepared manure.

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PERENNIALS 


The very word ‘‘Perennial’’ conjures up old time memories of old fashioned plants, lovely old gardens with borders, semi-neglected, 
perhaps, but always overflowing with flowers; gardens where one can cut sheaves and armfuls of flowers without their being missed, 
where every day in the year, there is something new. Giant blue Larkspurs look over garden walls or fences; Lilies invite one into 
the garden by their grateful perfume,while in the spring, the tender shoots pushing through the soil are almost as beautiful and 
equally interesting as the flowers. In autumn, Chrysanthemums, Dahlias, Asters and Foxgloves brighten the shortening days, while 
even the decaying foliage of those which have been so glorious during the summer is not without its charm. This is not the place 
for the tidying up gardener. It is ‘‘Grandmother’s Garden’, a garden of sweet things, of memories, of beauties unknown to those 
who only look for glaring displays and hard color outlines. And all these can be had by anyone who will take the little trouble to 
plant a few seeds, for nearly all these precious plants can be raised from seed, as easily as a pansy. Especially in the Southland, is this 
phase of gardening neglected, just where it ought to be mostpopular. A rise in favor has been noted among these plants in recent 
years, but even now, they are not as much grown as they ought to be and as they would be if garden lovers only knew of their beauty.

TREATMENT BEFORE PLANTING. Before planting, prune 
off all broken and extra long roots. Peach, Plum, Apricots, etc., 
Sa have side limbs and top cut back to at least half the 

ength, 
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PLANTING. Dig holes large enough to allow the roots of the 
tree to spread out in their natural position, carefully placing 
the finest and best soil from the surface in among the roots; 
when the soil is nearly filled in, throroughly settle the earth by 
filling the hole with water; after it settles, fill in the remainder 
of earth. In most soils, the use of water to settle the earth is 
much better than treading the soil with the foot. 


AFTER CULTURE. The ground should be kept loose and 
free from weeds. Itis advantageous in a dry climate, like ours, 
to throw around the tree, for a distance of two or three feet each 
way, a mulch of rough manure or litter. It prevents the ground 
from drying out and baking. 


PACKING CHARGES. We make no charges for packing on 
retail orders, except on long distance shipments, or when plants 
or trees have to be specially packed. In such cases, we charge 
for the actual cost only. 


Owing to the fact that all shipments made by freight are re- 
quired to be packed in square top cases in order to retain a lower 
rate andithat they may be more conveniently handled and loaded 
for transit, we are obliged to charge extra for the packing oi 
goods, which charge will range according to size of box, from 25 
cents to $2.50. 


The rates would be double on all freight shipments by the old 
method of pyramid top, hence, we recommend for smail Orders, 
that shipments be made by express, where possible, as rates are 
cheaper. 


PLANT AND SEED ORDERS should be kept separate, as 
during ourrush season we may run short of some varie- 
ties of plants or trees and this sometimes causes a slight delay 
in receiving consignments from our various growing grounds. 
The rush of business is terrific during the winter and spring in 
the Nursery Department and orders cannot always be shipped 
at once. With our present facilities we hope to have but few 
delays in filling orders, but in cases where the nursery stock 
cannot be shipped at once, the seed orders will be shipped at 
once, and balance of order to follow when ready.
